War. (ieneral C'harles de tlaulle 
earned the ivspect if not the affection 
cf the Allied powers. In thase days 
he epitomized, the flame of liberty 
v.hich still burned so brightly in the 
CKvupied countries. 

ni.s brief excursion into politics 
immediately following the war was 
Tint so su cre ss f uh he- w«» re¬ 

jected by his own people and the 
Allies for his arrogant and dogmatic 
attitudes. A strong ‘ man and a' 
powerful leader, he demanded 
strength and power for and from his 
countryman. In the stniggling yeai-s 
of recoast met ion these were two 
commodities France could not give 
him. It was at this point that the 
general withdrew from public life 
taking with him only his vision of a 
re-born France as a major world 
power. 

Today as president of France, 
General de Gaulle has emerged as 
one of the most influential leaders 
in ^he wvstern world. He has re¬ 
turned to lead a country' w-hich is now 
in the position to give him what he 
wants, namely the re'emergence of 
Irance as a w'orld force. Laudable 
though his intentions are, his actions 
are giving rise to misgivings on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 


, To flex and dcmoiilstratt' his coun¬ 
try’s new muscles, (ieneral de Gat 
has sivn fit to disregard the unofficial 
—y et o’o.served—ban ouiiudear wea¬ 
pon te.sting. thus oiH*ning the way for 
further mdi.scriminate actions in thi-s 
field by either of the world’s two 
great power blocs. Further, he has 
aei'ii fit to undermine NATO by 
calling for a new military alliance 
ma4le up -of Bcigiunw .WesL 

(iermany. Italy. Holland and Luxem- 
houi'g. simultaneously demanding 
that France, ^Britain and the I’nited 
States, on equal footing; take over 
from the Vnitod Nations in solving 
Afrii'a’s pmblems. 

Thciv is little doubt that General 
de Gaulle’.s pronoiinctmients will 
clause grave concern among the 
NATO allies and within the UN itself. 
His whole attitude smacks of threats 
rather than suggestions. 

What is even moiv disquieting .is 
the growing view in the United 
States that General de Gaulle should 
be looked upon as America’s strong¬ 
est ally rather than Prime Minister 
Macmillan of Great Britain. 

The growth of France’s .stature in 
international affairs is to be wel¬ 
comed but her leader’s uncom¬ 
promising ambitions may lead to 
disaster.

Question of Cost 


Thinking Aloud 


r has become the practice of the 
federal government at the ap¬ 
proach of the new school year to join 
industry and labor in efforts to 
persuade young people to stay at 
school longer, and parents to keep 
them there. This year Federal Labor 
Minister Starr in a Labor Day mes¬ 
sage made a spirited appeal for 
lengthening of schooling based pri¬ 
marily on the demands today for 
higher standards of education to fit 
employees for the more complex 
machines and processes introduced 
by automation. 

Few people in touch w’ith the 
rituatlon of young people entering the 
labor force would choose to deny the 
soundness of the minister’s advice, or 
the seriousness of the fact as stated 
by him that two out of every three 
young Canadians quit school before 
obtaining junior matriculation. 

But left unanswered is the awk¬ 
ward question: who is going to i»y 
the cost of keeping students in high 
school for a year or more longer than 
the present average stay? 

Mr* Starr urges governments at 
ALL levels to make sure that class¬ 
room training and education are 
related to the needs of the future. He 
speaks, however, as a member of a 
governn^ent which under the BNA 
Act has no responsibility for educa¬ 
tion and contributes nothing to the 
cost of it below university level. 

To extend the average length of 


time spent in school would merely 
add to the already crushing burden 
borne by "the provinces and muni- 
palities. 

In British Columbia the average 
per-student cost in 1958 was $276. 
There has been no computation since, 
but it is safe to say-lhat the figure 
has risen to $3(X) at least. 

In terms of tax levies, therefore, 
it takes the school tax returns from 
two average residential properties, 
plus the province’s approximately 
matching contribution, to maintain 
one child in school for one year. Of 
course industry and business also 
contribute more in proportion; but 
that illustration conveys some idea 
of what education requires of the 
home-owrier. 

Moreover the cost of educating 
pupils in the higher grades is much 
greater than in the lower, so that for 
every one induced to remain at school 
for one lear longer $3(X) would fall 
far short of the requirement. 

Recognizing the need for extended 
education, would the labor minister 
also be pi*epared to recommend to the 
federal government that the Domin¬ 
ion should assume a share of the 
responsibility? The municipalities, 
almost all of which are beseeching 
relief from the growing burden of 
iraintaini g the schools, certainly 
could not afford to undertake what 
compliance with Mr. Starr’s appeal 
would cost them. 


The Wrong Tactics 


'TIIE annual Community Chest 
^ campaign will soon be under way 
and it may be expxxjted that the Vic¬ 
toria area will do its best to put 
the drtveTJver the top. Like so many 
other things the Red Feather objec¬ 
tive keeps going up, but simply 
because the demands on its agencies 
grow in number with each passing 
year. 

The Community Chest cause is 
not helped by waving a big stick, 
how’ever. Honey is much more pal¬ 
atable than vinegar. No matter what 
Mr. Justin Harbord may say people 
do consider that their givings are a 
personal matter and strictly their own 
bii.^iness. No Chest official knows the 
financial problems each family has, 
and any attempt to browbeat donors 
will simply get their backs up. 

There has been too great a ten- 
• dency of late to dictate to Chest 
subscribers. This in fact may be one 


reason why the Red Feather cam¬ 
paign has not quite reached its 
objectives in recent years. People do 
not take kindly to the attitude which 
Mr. Harbord seems to favor, and it 
*s scarcely one to promote success for 
the campaign. 

Duty and personal response are 
Intertwined, and most citizen recog¬ 
nize this. The record of this district 
has proved a hundred times and more 
that people are aware of their 
communal responsibilities and respect 
them. 

The proper approach to the Red 
Feather drive is that of Mr. Eric 
Mallett, who points out that no other 
voluntary fund-raising organization 
enjoys the support that is given to 
the Community Chest. That is true. 
Victorians know the fine work it does 
and are not likely to withhold their 
givir\g.s this year. The drive w^on’t 
succeed by intimidation, however.

But 
opinion was not unanimous - and this 
Khrushchev may be certain to ejyiloit. 

In view of the .San Jose resolution it 
would sei m- that other Latin American 
nations will be reluctant to follow Cuba's 
example in Inviting Khrushchev to visit 
them at this time.

T he faster planes go the higher 
they go and as a' result the less 
sees. Even today in a 
non-jet one sails above the clouds 
with the ground hidden from down¬ 
ward view. There are of course pic¬ 
turesque cloud formations to admire 
but these pall, after a while. On a 
long Plane journey it pay.s to be either 
a good reader or a good sleeper. 

This is becau.se travel by air Is 
simply a case of getting there. Once 
the word travel connoted experience 
and interest on the way, sights to be 
seen and absorbed, participation on 
route. But that was before speed w’as 
invented. Even at ground level, as 
you know, the traveller In a car. if 
he is the driver, .sees little more than 
a passenger 13.000 feet up. His vision 
is tightly tied, fo a white line, al¬ 
though what a blessing this simple 
little device is. For him a scenic high¬ 
way has small scenic value, even 
allow’ing the latter is a scenic high¬ 
way and not, as is frequently the case, 
a speedway. ,

Getting there, however, where 
faraway places are concerned, is a dis¬ 
tinct criterion. It is the speed of con¬ 
veyance by air that has enabled the - 
present generation to indulge a hdll- 
day in distant parts. There would be 
none of the crowded Atlantic traffic 
for Instance, if ^planes had not 
brought Europe clo.se even to Vic¬ 
toria. When one can leave here today 
and be in Britain or the Continent to¬ 
morrow. the stimulus to travel is 
enormous. Nothing perhaps has been 
more advantageous to many people 
than the facility with which one may 
Nowadays reach an overseas country. 

Travel by aircraft i.s therefore the 
significant factor of the modern social 
scene, and if the fares ever come 
down substantially they will need traf¬ 
fic policemen in the sky. Undoubte^y 
many more people would take to the 
air for their normal annual vacation 
leaves if fares came down enough to 
tempt therp. At present rates it is too 
expensive to go to Europe or its equiv¬ 
alent for too limited a period of time. 

The aeronautical prophets envis¬ 
age cheap Atlantic flights, some time. 
A few years ago a CPA official looked 
to the day when one might fly across 
the Atlantic for $100. Now the Hand- 
ley Page people In F:ngland talk of a 
new type aircraft which might carry 
300 passengers at about $30 each way. 
If such like comes to pass Victoria in 
mid-summer if apt to be deserted; 
half the population at least will be en 
route above the clouds.

Bearing on this subjetl is the view 
of one authority who suggests that 
the supersonic pas.senger plane of the 
future will travel a'rbund 2.000 miles 
per Kour. At that speed one could 
make It from here to London in Ju^t

“QOCIAL Credit." the elocution ads 
*3 scream, "is the party that gets 
things done." 

That was Mu'.ssol ini’s vote-bait 
too; * hi^ party made the Italian 
trains run on time. But at a cost in 
the end th^t proved dear for the 
Italian people. 

The opponents of Premier \V. A. 
C. Bennett’s Social - Credit govern¬ 
ment freely predict that re-election 
of the Soefeds will tost the p-'-ople 
of British Columbia dearly In the 
long iuT\ in terms of spending ex¬ 
travagance. debt, taxes, mismanag.Hl 
and alienated natural resource.s, and 
unemployment. But none of the many 
qualified political observers with 
whom I have talked during a visit 
to British Columbia this week has 
predicted the defeat of the govern¬ 
ment. 

The reason IS that this election,, 
like the others that the Socreds won 
in the last eight years, presents the 
voter-s with a single, simple choice: 
Social Credit or socialism. The Lib¬ 
erals dnd Conservatives are hope- 
lessly out-di.sianced^ in the rare for 
office; only the CCF has any chance 
- and it appears slim indeed— of de¬ 
feating the government. Social Credit 
or socialism and all the power and 
the Influence and the money of fhe 
coast’s indu.strial colossi like B.C. 
Klectric and MacMillan. Bloedel & 
Powell River are behind the "s^op- 
so<‘ialism" drive. 


This i.s the Dominion’.s fifth pro¬ 
vincial election of 1960, but it might 
almost be a vote in a foreign country 
so far as similarity with the eastern 
elections is concerned. It will, how¬ 
ever, have an influence on the fed¬ 
eral political picture. Whatever’ hrrip- 
pens in B.C. next Mortday is unlikely 
to be very reas-suring for either of 
the old line parties as they contem¬ 


plate their prospects in a 1961 or ‘62 
federal vote. 

Premier Bennett makes much of 
his claim that B.C. has become "debt 
free” under Social Credit. 

Former Liberal leader Art Laing 
points out that the government’s debt 
freedom doesn’t take into account 
bonds Issued by creatOres of the gov¬ 
ernment and guaranteed by the gov¬ 
ernment. In the next 18 years. 4-aing 
says, the B.C. Power Comrhission, 
the B.C. Toll Highways and Bridges 
Authority, and the Pacific Great 
K.sstern Railway will have to pay out 
$1,200,000,000 to liquidate bonded In^.- 
debtedness guaranteed by the prov- 
ime. They may be able to do this, 
out of earnings, but nevertheless 
this indebtedness puts the .Socred 
claim in a different light. 

This is hpw the Social Credit has 
been able' to get things done the 
magnificent new highways, bridges 
and ferries, and the extension of the 
railway and power lines. No matter 
w hat the opposition parties say about 
a give-away of provincial resources 
to Swedish influstriall.st and wartime 
Nazi collaborator Axel Wenner-Gren 
— and they are saying plenty — 
bridges, roads and ferries where 
rone existed before are potent vote- 
getters.

In New Brunswick a single l.ssue, 
abolition of the hospital insurance 
premium, toppled the government. 
In Quebec a rejuvenated Liberal 
party led by dynamic Jean Lesage 
smashed a Union Nationale machine 
decayed in.side and rotten out.side. 

The SocredH are not decayed. No 
opposition party has a Jean Lesage. 
And with the anti-.'>o< red vote split 
three ways, none of the three oppo¬ 
sition partie.s has been able to find 
or devise an issue .sufficiently power¬ 
ful to rally enough anti government 
votes to oust the Socreds.

bers." It asks'lhe congress to make 
^jjroposals to ensure a greater par¬ 
ticipation by (he trade union move¬ 
ment in all cultural ^ctivitie.s. 

* No matter how little the TUC may 
decide to do about the re.solulion in 
practical terms its mere appearance 
on the agenda is a significant event in 
labor'.s history, a welcome sign that 
the unions are thinking beyond old 
industrial problems to the wider 
issues of the 1960’.s. * 

It is the first time for many years 
that anyone has suggested that the 
trade union movement has a moral 
responsibility (pr the arts and tha 
things of the spirit. 

Mr. Wesker's campaign to interest 
the unions in culture springs natur¬ 
ally out of his penetrating account in 
"Roots." the second play of his tri¬ 
logy recently performed at the Royal 
Court Theatre, of the cultural poverty 
of wurking-cla.ss life. For this 28 year- 
old writer drannalic portrayal was not 
enough; direct political action had to 
follow. 

Together with a young trad# 
unionist and "another lunatic," the 
editor of an Oxford magazine, .Mr. 
Wesker made a pamphlet of a talk 
he had given criticizing the labor 
movement for Hs indifference to the 
arts, and •‘'^nt it off to every trade 
union sipcrerary in the country. Then 
followed another pamphlet with sug¬ 
gestions about what could be-dune.

‘‘No one told us'Sve were mad." 
he wrote in the New Statesman, be¬ 
cause we told no one what we weie 
doing. Advice is depressing and there 
was not enough time to be de¬ 
pressed. But we ourselves did not

Dollar Rat-Race 

There is an utterly false and misleading Impression 
here in Victoria among people who should be better 
informed that all Indians receive $20 a month from the 
government. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. The fact la 
that the Indians receive no money at all from the govern¬ 
ment other than the federal pension at 70 and the family 
allowance for children. If they are destitute and prove 
they cannot work they may receive a permit for rations: 
flour, tea, sugar, lard, oatmeal an^ a portion of the cheap¬ 
est meat. These may not be exchanged for any other 
foods. 

Oh the other hand, if an Indian band sells timber off 
Its reserve, or a bit of land, or anything else, the money 
is not paid to them. The Indian department arbitrarily 
annexes the mohey and deals out as much as It thinks fit 
when and if need arises. What Is done with the rest of the 
money is anybody’s guess. 

The only source of incortf for the Indian.^ of British 
Columbia is what they earn by working, and by the sale 
of their handicrafts, mostly sweaters. 

If the white man would pause to remember how he 
has not only infiltrated the Indians’ country, and in so 
doing has pushed them back into small concentration 
camps; but also he haA ravaged the forests, decimated the 
game (In some caites to the point of extinction), and now 
even proposes to do away with the salmon, he might be 
less prone to sneer at the Indians for not competing with 
him in his rat-race for dollars.

Changes to Caliuc 

The new plan is more or less an up-dated and more 
far-reaching revision of the Downtown Improvement 
Plan of 195B. It will be studied by all groups concerned 
and some changes are expected before public works 
committee makes any recommendations to city council, 
but those attending yesterday’s meeting seemed to ap¬ 
prove of the plan in principle. 

Highlights: ' 

• Douglas Street would remain a two-way street. 

• Government Street would be a two-w'ay 
street, except northbound from Humboldt at the Cause- 
way to Cormorant Street, where it would be one-way. 

• Wharf Street, Store Street and Cormorant 
Street, including the Johnson Street intersection, w'ould 
be improved and reconstructed as a main road to per¬ 
mit diversion of Government Street southbound traffic, 
via Cormorant and Wharf Streets. This would require 
considerable acquisition of expensive property, but is 
essential to the one-way pattern.

Khrushchev said the Soviet 
Union has “Information** that 
NATO powers are preparing 
“a new provocation*’ In Sep¬ 
tember by sending a plane 
over the Black Sea. 

He added! “But wa are 
ready and the ordera are to 
shoot it down.** 

“SERIOIN** 

Thompson interrupted; “You 
made a very serious state¬ 
ment, Do you mean you would 
shoot down any plana flying 
oVer the Black Sea?" 

“No, no,** Khrushchev said. 

“I mean one that crossee our 
borders.** 

Thompson retorted! •'You 
send shipf along our coast# as 
well as planes over Alaska.** 

NOT INTERf^STED 

•‘Weire not interested in 
Alaska,** Khrushchev replied, 

“The 0.ars sold it to you.

Khrushchev asked: “Why 
did you send tha RB-47 after 
tha U2?
